INSTALLED WATER POWER. 

The application of water power for 
industrial purposes shows that It Is ad¬ 
vancing with rapid strides. America 
leads the world with a total iiistallii- 
llou of 70,000 horse jKiwer. Switzer¬ 
land conies lie.xt with ;52.000 horse 
power. France has 18,000 horse power 
and the great jiower plant at Ithein- 
felden. now being constructeil. will 
give Germany the, fourth place, with 
about 17,000 horse power, lliily has 
nearly as inucli, and Norwa.v' and 
Sweden arc each credlteil with 15,(XK) 
horse iwwer. 

In Great Britain there Is a total In¬ 
stallation of about 4,000 horse power. 
These figures suggest that tlie develop¬ 
ment of water power may have a 
powerful inUuence In n'airanglng fhe 
centers of Industry tlirougbout the 
world. Switzerland, Italy. Norway 
and Sweden have In the now system a 
jiowerful nll.v That will hsslst to lihing 
them well to, the front as industrial 
I uatiuue. 

KEIR HARDIE’S ADVICE. 

In a sigiUMl article in the I>ondon 
Lalior Ix*ader of Si-ptemher 24, J. Kelr 
Hardle, one of, tlie leaders of the 
British IiKle]M>ndent Lnlior I’nrty, 
comes out strongly agninst every sug¬ 
gestion of fusiou or goiiipromisc w-ith 
the so-called Democratic inemliers of 
Parliament, a majority of leading 
British literary men and artists, an 
army of clergymen of all denomi¬ 
nations, most of the lalior “lemlers,” 
editors of radical impers, etc., all of 
whom bold Socialistic views to a more 
or h-ss extent. It is pointed out that 
at the recent Trade Union Congress 
708,000 votes were recorded In favor 
of and only 410,000 against Socialism, 
that there are now 400 Socialist repre¬ 
sentatives In public administrative 
iKKlIes and 350 , self-supporting 
branches In the country, and that It 
would be akin to “throttling a large 
and growing movement to now modify 
tactics and adojit the halting policy 
that killed the Labor Electoral Asso¬ 
ciation nnd kept the*- Fabians at a 
standstill. 

Hardle says further: “Frankly and 
fairly, for the hundredth time, I have 
no belief in politics unless politics be 
Infused nnd Inspired with the revolu¬ 
tionary spirit. 1 bate the rotten world 
of capitalism, and I consent to live In 
it only to destroy It. For the patchers 
and menders 1 confess an unmiti¬ 
gated contempt Possibly this is not 
wise, but It Is true. The wisdom of 
tbe, capitalist politician is sometimes a 
stranger to truth. As long os |irodac- 
tion-for-profit remains tbe economic 
basis of the state, misery must be the 
lot of the major portion of the people. 
To proclaim that material social im¬ 
provement can bo effected without re¬ 
moving capitalism, private and puDile. 
Is the Idlest political trifling. It Is the 
natural occupation of so-called .Liber¬ 
als, Moderates and Progtesslves."—

RUSSIAN SOCIALIST MOVEMENT. 

Of the two .Social Democratic par¬ 
ties rec(-ntly formed In Russia, noth¬ 
ing run he beard of them (says a 
special correspondent of the London 
Clarion) and this silence must be ex¬ 
plained by the fact that as soon as tbe 
manifesto of the first formed party 
came to the knowledge of the Russian 
government, Uie, police began a cru- 
sud(- against all Socialists or persons 
suspected of Socialism. About a fort¬ 
night ago I bad a letter from Russia 
Informing me of arrests in the South, 
undertaken even on a large scale. 
Now we learn by Reuter’s telegram 
tiiat: 

“.According to a dispatch to the Ber¬ 
liner Tagebintt from Cracow, numer¬ 
ous factery operatives have recently 
been arrested at Warsaw and Lodz 
on the charge of being engaged In a 
Socialistic propaganda, and uumbera 
of pamphlets. In tbe Polish and Jewish 
languages, which had been printed In 
London and elsewhere, have been 
seized. At tbe present time over 200 
of these workmen are Imprisoned in 
the Citadel of Warsaw, amJ will prob¬ 
ably be exiled by administrative 
priK-ess. 

“In stating this,” he continues, “I do 
not mean to say that those arrested 
belong to the organized a. d federated 
Socialists (the police always make 
blunders in arresting those people who 
are not required), but that this police 
crusade has unhinged the regrular pro¬ 
gress of propaganda, organization, and 
especially of communication with 
other (Muntrles. The Russian revolu¬ 
tionists are always more reticent and 
more cautious In their correspondence 
at such periods.”

PILLAGERS PILLAGED. 

General Hamden says In an Inter¬ 
view Uiat the land on wlilcli the Pill¬ 
ager Indians live Is not siiUeil to 
agriculture, but that It Is.covered with 
' a flue quality of pine, and that he 
thinks one of the prime causes of the 
recent outbreak “Is the desire of the 
lumber corporations to get the Indians 
sent elsewhere. In order that they may 
strip the lands.” There you have It! 
Commercialism Is at the bottom of 
the affair, you see. Simply the gospel 
of greed again put In practice. The 
lumber corporations (made up of lip- 
service churchmen, you may be sure, 
who recite the tenth commandment 
on Sundays) wanted the pine, so they 
stirred np the Indians to revolt. Then 
the government sent Us troops tberf. 
and several officers and men who bad 
bad no hand In the crime against the 
Indians were killed. It would be bet¬ 
ter to say that they were murdered, 
and by the lumber pirates. Commer¬ 
cialism doesn’t stop at murder, when 
Its greed Is aroused. 

But there were other things bearing 
on the case, which explain why the In¬ 
dians were ripe for revolt. Anyone 
reading the dispatches—even as they 
appear after being edited by capitalis¬ 
tic hirelings—can see. that the Indians 
bad been miserably used by the au¬ 
thorities. In order to make fees they 
were arrested for trumped up or 
trivial iUfenses, dragged across coun¬ 
try to be fined, and then turned loose, 
to get back home on foot as best they 
might, while their persecutors pock¬ 
eted mileage that was not actually 
used. The capitalistic papers haven’t 
the decency to accord the red men a 
fair hearing in the matter, but ns In 
the case of all Insurrections, arc doing 
their best to create a prejudice against 
them on the part of the public.' And 
thou Shalt love thy neighbor as thy¬ 
self, etc. Your time, Mr. Voter, to 
say what you think of such business. 
Is at the polls on election day. Don’t 
forget! 

LABOR COPARTNERSHIP. 

In his new work cntUlc<1 “Labor 
Copartnership,” Henry D. Lloyd 
points to what has been the most re¬ 
markable achievement on co-operative 
lines in America. While co-operation 
In England has been Indnstrlal, “ours 
has been political.” “The achleve- 
meht of America,” be says, “in nniting 
In one common life and one co-opera¬ 
tive cltUenshlp, the African and Bnro- 
pean, and' even Asiatic types, which 
elsewhere glare at each other with 
hatred across frontiers of bayonets, la 
the greatest triumph of co-operation 
which the history of civilliation has 
yet shown.” The book is a record of 
the antbor’s observations among the 
co-operative societies of Great Britain, 
and as such la valnable. It shows that 
tbe great co-operative socleiy, known 
as the “Wholesale" reaches the 1200,- 
000,000 mark this year, bnt “It Is 
avowedly operating on capitallatlc 
lines as to Us employes, giving them 
none of the profits, and none of the 
controL” It goes into many details 
connected with recent co-operative 
ventures, In which there appi-ars noth¬ 
ing of extraordinary promise. The 
distinctively great co-operative move¬ 
ment of England was started fifty 
years ago. It struck Its roots at a 
time when the consolidation of Indns- 
try had hardly begun, as the writer 
aa.v8. And this Is an Impoitant fact 
to remember. I’We are a dlfierent peo¬ 
ple,” he' says, "and onr circamstancea 
are different" Industry to-day in 


America, “does not seem to have much 
farther to go to bring us lo the con¬ 
summation of an Industrial feudalism 
wbU-h will make Impossible auy iu- 
dJviduaL or even co-operative Initia¬ 
tive or Independence.” 

If America had accomplished the 
greatest achievements possible fqr it 
through political co-operatlou, to which 
Mr. Lloyd refers, which we claim it 
has not done—that there are still 
greater achievements ahead—there 
might be some reason for adhering to 
the well-tried and quite exploded Idea 
of escaping the “consummaiion of In 
dustrial feudalism” by colonisation or 
community bnildlng. There Is neither 
comradeship, nor Justice, nor sincerity, 
nor toleration, nor hope in that direc¬ 
tion. There Is a hollow profession of 
altruism that becomes petty persecu¬ 
tion and tyranny, of frieUilshlp that 
flatters and Iretrays, and of Justice 
that ignores the commonest principles 
of e<iulty. 

MnLLOCK’S MISTAKES. 

W. H. Mallock has broken loose 
again. W. H. Mallock Is one of those 
odd fellows who are frantically trying 
to moke people believe that capitalism 
Is heaven-sent and heaven-protected, 
and that every protest against the 
present system Is the mouthing of 
Jealousy, laziness and stupidly. In j 
the literary field he Is the lackey of 
capitalism, a special pleader for the 
competitive system. Some lime ago 
he publlslied a series of articles In the 
reviews to show that the captains of 
Industry were the real proilucers of 
•wealth and that the workers ought to 
l)c mighty glad that tliere was a class 
smart enough to furnish them with 
employment. 

Mr. Mallock has lately written a 
book on “Arlsfoc-rncy and Kvolutlon,” 
which has been variously recelvt-d by 
the critics. “Sociologist” Gkldings 
holding that it la a work of high merit 
■while some ot the orthodox Ih-I levers 
In commercialism criticise h's “great- 
man” theories, and consider Ids defini¬ 
tion of “ability” as a prmluctive power 
distinct from “lalior” ns far-fetched 
and Impossible. .Something almut the 
scope of the hook Will lie found in an¬ 
other column, and we will shortly 
print a review of It. 

Mr. Mallock Is a fir spokesman for 
the wealthy class, and he puts forth 
the usual e.xcuses and arguments to 
show that such a class Is tlie greatest 
gem the world iwssesses. We 4'*ve 
only time to touch on one iKilnt. and 
It Is not new. In fact, it Is oft re¬ 
peated by the n|>oIogists and sp(H.-ial 
pleaders for the capitalistic system. 
He refers vaguely to “statistics” to 
show that the aggressions of capital 
on Labor are not great BKCAl'SK 
“wages have risen.” If It -^’ere possi¬ 
ble to show that there had lieen a 
slight Increase In wages this would 
not prove that capitalism is not ex¬ 
ploiting labor.. Even the fact of the 
steady rise In the standard of living 
would more than off-set any paltry 
Increase in wages that craftily handled 
Btatiatics might be mode to show. A 
very good reason for the mlserj- of 
the people is that the rate of wages 
has not advanced to keep pace with 
the advance in the standanl of devel¬ 
oping social life. But that is not the 
point we wish to make. 

To the Socialists the great injustice 
lies In the fact that the vast increase 
In the productivity of labor has 
brought ruin on the worker instead of 
prosperity. While great advances 
have been made in the productivity of 
labor, labor has not shared In the 
tremendous gain of wealth resulting 
therefrom. ^Is Js a thing the Mnl- 
locks refuse to see. Not only does 
it not share, hut on the contrary, lalror 
baa been partlcnlariy harassed by th.< 
changed conditions, so that instead "of 
participating in a blessing It must 
shoulder, unassisted, a curse. Crowded 
out from the beneficence of its own in¬ 
creased productivity, it must struggle 
against itself and its members must 
trample on each other in frantic ef¬ 
forts to retain the diminishing number 
of Jobs, under the implacable lash of 
the ner'essltj- of keeping life .within 
tile hotly. Superficial reasoners look 
for external ways to relieve the oon- 
gestod labor market; others who hold 
for social Justice, see hut one humane 
and Just way: to divide the Itenefits 
of the socially lessoned labor bnrden 
among all the workers according to 
their respective efforts. 

Tbe Socialist goes even further than 
this. For he says that none otliers 
shall share. He who is not a worker 
has no claim on the common benefi¬ 
cence. The Socialist, would reverse 
the rule as It is applied to-day, for to¬ 
day the benefits of increased protlnc- 
tivlty accrue to the employing and 
tbe plntocratlc wings of tbe capitalist 
class. That class Is In no sense a 
laboring class, as Mallock would like 
us to believe. It Is a speculative class, 
pure and simple. It speculates in la¬ 
bor, buying it for the Jeast possible 
price and looking for all favorable op¬ 
portunities to make as much profit out 
of it as possible.

’-THE AfiOLlTliiH OF WORK.” I YOU GiYE HEITHEB WORK HOR lEiT. 


As a believer In the “silly supersti¬ 
tion that work U necessary to man’s 
existence,” 1 must enter an emphatic 
protest against the sentiments ex¬ 
pressed In a recent issue under the 
title “The Abolition of Work.” As 
the points raised In this article are 
extremely interesting, and os similar 
ideas have lately b^-n voiced in our 
Socialist press, It seems nccqssary 
that those of us who think differently 
should also be allow'ed to present our 
side of the <]ue8tlon. A writer In The 
Cuming Nation wrote an eloquent arti¬ 
cle not long ago, In which be said that 
work would be practically eliminated 
altogetlier under Socialism, and that 
we should supply our wants'by press¬ 
ing electric buttons! Anothei Social¬ 
ist paper has stated within tbe last 
few days that no work was done for 
its own sake, and that all work, now 
and In tbe future, «)Uld only be done 
under the Incentive of future reward. 
Now comes forward “'rhe Whatnot,” 
lu tbe London Clarion, with a couple 
of articles, describing his prciwsterous 
’Traportiiut Discovery,” of the fact 
th.at “Work will In time become abso¬ 
lutely unnccH'ssaiy.” These articles 
ought certainly not to have lieen In¬ 
flicted upon tin: American reading pul>- 
11c! 

I would like to recommend to “The 
Whatnot,” nnd his disciples, a course 
of reading in Wllllac Morris, where 
they would learn to understand the 
true dignity of work nnd its place lu 
a Free St»clety. Tlie votaries of this 
creed of Idleness arc inerel.v In reliol- 
liou against the utispeakable condi¬ 
tions, under whlcli almost all work 
Js done to-day. Take away the ugly 
factories and their brutal bosses; cut 
down till' hours of labor; give each 
ninu tile task that lie chooses, nnd the 
freedoni to put his soul into his work 
— and wo shall ftciir no more about the 
aliolitloii of work, an ideal iis unna¬ 
tural iiiid repulsive ns' it Is ridiculous. 

It la quite conceivable Ibat a .Soelai- 
ist society would make work, rather 
tliuu alHillsli it. Tlie craftsman’s Jo.v 
in his work—the Joy of creation of 
wlijcli every inan liiis some knowledge 
—would find its fullest expression in 
a society bast'd on brotherhood and 
fellowship. .Men would no longer eon- 
sent to reniiiin drudges tending iiiii- 
chlnei. 'I'liey would insist upon win¬ 
ning back pleasure into atl their tasks, 
and would no doubt return to many of 
the older nietliods. .Machinery would 
only be used to overcome the drudgery 
of unple.-isaut and sordid work. 

"TIk,' Wimtuot” gives some strength 
to bis second artitle, by copious quo¬ 
tations froni that iH-autiful writer but 
very erratic thinker, Richard .Teffer- 
ies. “I hope,” says Jefferies In one 
of these passages, “that succeeding 
generations will be able to lie idle: 
that they may enjoy their days, and 
the eartli nnd the beauty of this beau¬ 
tiful world: that they may rest by 
tlie sea and dream; that 'they may 
dance and sing, and eat and drink.'” 
Every Socialist has tills stime hope, 
and ail that Jefferies pictures will be 
possible In the society for which we 
are striving. But surely workers will 
realize this hope In a way that idlers 
never could. Has 'Tolstoy ceased to 
love the blue sky and tlie green fields 
since he took to the plow’/ Ha-s Ed- 
w-ard Carpenter no longer anything to 
learn from the woods and the flowers 
because lie works day by day In ttie 
open air? Did Morris cease to dream 
when he labored with his bands at 
Merton Abbey factory? A thousand 
times no! VVork has brought tlieni 
into closer contact with nature; and 
so It will l)e in the future. 

Under Socialism the man wlio talked 
nl>oiit the “Abolition of Work.’* would 
lie laughed at for a fool. In those 
days all work will be Joyful, and there¬ 
fore beautiful. For lias not Morris 
defined .Art as “the expression of 
man’s Joy In his labor?”

It Is being improved, for phy¬ 
sical and moral health Influence each 
other and advance together. 

Baltimore Herald; Some startling 
figures on the subject of lunacy In 
Great Britain are presented In the 
fifty-second report of the commission¬ 
ers In lunacy, which shows that there 
was an increase in the last calendar 
year of 2,607 in the number of patients, 
nnd that the year before there was an 
Increase of 2.01t*. The average annual 
increase during the last ten years was 
1,933. Inquiry, however, shows that 
the increase Is confined wholly to 
pauper patients, and that It is due to 
the fact that the-county and hprongh 
authorities now send to asylums num¬ 
bers of cases which were formerly dls- 
pntchi'd to the workhoiiB"S if they 
were not kept at bome. Thus there 
is no n-iil increase, the growth being 
only apparent.

PRODUCTION BY liCHINERY. 

The following is taken from an ad¬ 
dress to C. 11. Stockell before the 
Socialist (3iib of Nashville: 

The first annual report of the Com¬ 
missioner of Lalw of the Unltetl 
Slates contains the following: “In the 
manufacture of agricultural imple¬ 
ments new machinery during the past 
fifteen or twenty years has, in the 
opinion of some of the manufacturers 
of such implements, displaced W) per 
cent, of the number employed.” 

According to the State of Illinois 
Labor Comraisslou’s report, “the price 
jiald miners in tlie machine mines is 
alwut oiie-balf that paid for band 
mining; already one-third of the hand 
miners have been displaced.” 

In the Year Book of Agriculture of 
the United States for 1887, page 585, 
you will find; “On account of the in¬ 
crease of farm tenancy, and because 
of the diminisbing demand for labor 
due to tbe Increasing use of machin¬ 
ery, the number of agricultural labor¬ 
ers declined from 48.9 per cent, in 1870 
to 43.6 per cent, in 1880, and to 35.8 
per cent, in 1890.” In tbe same vol¬ 
ume. page 004, you will find: “Ma¬ 
chines nnd Improved implements in 
raising com reduced the human labor 
cost per busliel 70.5 per cent., and 
reduced the time of human labor from 
274 to 41.:{ minutes, or 84.9 per cent. 
A very rt'marknble reduction In hii- 
nian labor in in the shelling of corn, 
which is from 100 minutes i>er bushel 
when the work was done by band, to 
1 minute when the steam ahellcr is 
used, or 99 per cent.” 

On page C06 of tlie same volume: 
“M'ben farmers reaiied their wheat 
with sickles and bound tbe straw by 
band, bnnied tbe sheaves to the bam 
and thrashed tlie grain with flails, 
tlicse oi>eratioiis, applied to one bushel 
ot wheat, required the labor of one 
man 160 minutes, whereas this work 
in now done, by the use of a combined 
reaper and tlimsher, operated by 
steam, with four minutes of human 
labor.” . 

The self-feeder of the thrashing ma¬ 
chine displaces two men, while the 
blast stacker and gasoline engine will, 
when In general use, reduce the labor 
of thrashing In the equivalent of 'con¬ 
stant work of 150,0(X) men. 

The two-row cultivator will displace 
labor in the equivalent of constant em¬ 
ployment for 130,000 men. 

’The band shearer has been dis¬ 
placed by machinery making 3,000 
clips per minute. 

The giant steam plow and tbe steam 
planter displaced thousands of farm 
bands. 

It required a good worker to gin five 
pounds of cotton a day. Now , two 
men with a machine will tnm\ out 
4,000 pounds. 

A boy now attends a machine '\ln 
manufacturing Iron nuts that formerly 
required eight men to make them. 

In the good old days a quick worker 
was required to sew six pairs of shoes 
In a day. Now one operator can stitch 
one thousand. pairs. 

Two mnehines bandied by two girls 
can now turn out 240.000 screws. Not 
many years ago 20,000 screws was the 
most that twenty skillful workmen 
could turn out In a day. 

A tonguer and groover and surfac¬ 
ing machine, with one man nnd two 
Iio.vs. can turn out more and better 
lumber than four hundred old-time 


Joiners could with their planes jMi 
macbets. 

A modem spinning machine can 
bandied by a child, and it will 
out more and better work than nuSv 
spinning wheels such as onr gSS. 
mothers used to make clothes with. ^ 

One boy now attends enough stoek.^' 
lug knitting machines to turn oet 
5,000 pairs a week. 

In making of horseshoes 440 
out of 500 have lost their Joba 

One man with one nail macbW 
does the work of one thousand ” 
hand. Eighty-five per cent of h 
labor has been displaced in tbe i 
facture of watches. , 

Twenty-four out of twenty-five msa i 
have been displaced In the manufko. 
ture of musical Instruments. 

The new macbincr}' for handllag 
coal from the piers to the vessels ' 
what It formerly required thousaafc: • 
of men to do. 

The steam shovel now mines anj ■ 
loads ore which formerly was handled- . 
at an average labor cost of one dollar " 
per ton. 

The pneumatic atomizer enables oos 
unskilled laborer to paint more freight 
cars than can fifteen skilled bands. 

With the new Diamond match mih 
chines .500 girls can turn out as many 
matches os 8,000 workmen by formj'; 
methods. 

I have not the time to go on with 
the countless iUustratJons of the dis¬ 
placement of labor by machinery, (or 
it would require hours to meiiUos 
them, consequently thousands of hDb. 
liar Instances must be left untnea* 
tioned. I may say, however, that It Is 
estimated that the new raecbaiU^, 
power placed in competition with tbs 
workers during the decade from 1880 
to 1890 was equivalent to forty mll- 
lions of men. . 

Every new machine should be an oc¬ 
casion of rejoicing for all os conduclfs 
to the relief of the workers and to tte ‘ 
general advancement and happiness of 
the race, but Instead of this evety 
new machine is looked upon as an en¬ 
emy, and an interference with the In- 
dnstrions laborer’s effort to gain a Bnl8 
slstence. ; 

The rapid introduction uf macblneiy 
into every department of human effort 
intensifies this .feeling until a fai(r 
more lalmr lessening and employmeat’ 
destroying devices and a little mois 
monopllizatioD of naturM opportmii* 
tics and men will have an abundanes 
of time to think over the qnestloa as 
to whether machinery is detrlinental 
to the workingmen under the present 
economic system. 

It Is so manifest to me that nadiis- 
ery is detrimental to the r nrlrinan. 
under existing conditions, wbers tbs ' 
owner of the machine receives Incal- -j: 
culafcly the greater benefits from its 
use, that 1 wonder everybody does not 
see It. Certain it is that the wclflufj^. 
of the worker is never consider^ 1*“ 
the introduction of new machinery. 
Machines are introdneed to disiiensc'' 
with labor and for the increas^ out-'' ■: 
put; they are used to save labor and . 
to save time, and all of the advaintages : 
resulting from their introduction un- ’ 
der existing conditions go to the owner 
of the machines. If the workingxMB': ■ 
own them they are benefited; If not,’ 
and the larger proportion are not ) 
owned by them, their Introduction la 
nei-essarily detrimental to the work-, 
er’s interests, and every new macblna 
liut emphasizes that fact and estab¬ 
lishes all the more firnlly the worker'!, 
slavery and degradation. Tbe same 
number of unrewarded hours, the --i 
same drudgery, the same everlasting 
arising at daybreak and tolling tlD 
dark, and awaking again with body 
prostraied, goes on. The industrious 
workers are the sustainers of the 
world, they are the producers of 
wealth: certainly they are entitled to 
more than this; yet we all know that 
they are sacrificed to the greed and 
degrading speculations of idle men, 
who pass on regardless of the destltn-; 
tlon spread before them. Nowhere is 
this more apparent than where ma¬ 
chinery is used. 

It is true that the price of every- 
tiling made by macblnery Is reduce^: 
and it would seem advantageous In 
tills respect, but It must not lie for¬ 
gotten that machinery deprives Iho ■ 
workers of a Job. Without wage!, 
workers cannot buy back the products . 
of the factory, and the increasing’ 
army of the unemployed, driven to 
idleness by the introduction of mn- 
chlnerj’, who now need biit cannot gst 
the necessaries of life, emphasintf! 
this. The worker who Is employed' ' 
lives in dread of the future, for any . 
day a machine may force him into tbs 
ranks of the multitude who hare beea' 
driven by this merciless competitor to 
enforced idleness.

To me tills Is a pitiful ctmfeHsioii of 
cowardice. It is iiiorf. it Is dishonest. 
Is'l us, make our Jiniiest demand in 
MU liolU'St wav. 


TL'ere is a certain kind 'Of Socialist 
that /I feel like pitching Into. 1 am 
sort ipf spoiling for a flght and so se¬ 
lect the first victim that comes to 
mind. The Socialist that I am gunning 
for Is the one that doesn’t believe in 
Socialist parties.

aud a caress for the human race Issues 
from Its most terrible blows. I must 
stop, for the game Is nil In tiiy favor— 
besides, I am dying.” 

And ceasing to regard the bishop, the 
Itepuhlicnn dnlsheti his thought with 
the fullowiiig few <*nlm words: 

"Yes, the hrutulltl(*s of progress ar« 
called revolutions, but when they art 
»uded this fa<*t Is re»*ognlxe«l: the hti- 
man raeti has lieen rhastized, but it has 
moved onward.” 

The Reiuihlfcan dhl not siiH|>eot that 
he had cnrrie<l in turn everyone of the 
bishops's internal intrenchments. One 
still remained, however, and from this, 
the last resource of mouselgneiir's re¬ 
sistance cuine this n*mnrk. in which 
all the roughness of the commence¬ 
ment was |a*rcejttlhle. 

“Progress must lielleve In (!od. and 
the good eaiiuot have impious servuuts. - 
A inaii who Is an atheist is a bad 
guide for the buiiian race.” 

The ex-represeiitntlve of the pi*oplo 
did not reply. He trt*mbled, l(>ok<*4l 
up to the sky. and a tear slowly iHil- 
lected lu his eye. When tin* lid was full 
the stream ran down ids livid chi><*U. 
and he said in a low, sliakiiig voice, 
as If speaking to hims(*lf: ! 

“O. lltou! oil ideal! tliou alone e.x- 
Isted!” 

Tlie lilshop luid a sort of Inexpressl- 
liU* commotion; after a silence* the old 
man raised a linger to heaven and 
said: 

“The iiitlnite is. II is tliere. If tiie 
-inlinitc had not a me. tlien 1 would 
Ik* Its limit: It would not la* intiuite; 
in other words, it would not lie. But 
it is.

The dying man ullertsl these words 
in a loud volee, and witli a sliudder of 
eestai’y. as If he saw som(*<ine. Wlieii 
lie had spoken his eyes clos(*d for tlie 
effort liad exliaustwl him. It was evi¬ 
dent that he laid lived in om* minute 
tlie few liours left liim. Tiu* supreme 
moment was at liand. Tin* lilshop un¬ 
derstood It; lu* had come liere as a 
priest, and liad gradually passed from 
extreme coldness to extreme (*motion: 
he looked at thi*se closed eyes, lu* 
took this wrinkled and chilly liand and 
heat down over the d.ving mail. 

"This hour is God's. Would you not 
consider it matter of rogret if we had 
met in'vain?" • 

Tiu* Repulilicau opened ills eyes 
again; a gravity which suggesteil tiu* 
sliadow of dentil was imprinted on his 
couutenniice. 

“Sir bishop,” he said, with a slow¬ 
ness produ<*tHl perhaps more by the 
dignity of the soul than by falling of 
bis strength, !‘I have spent m.v life lu 
meditation, contemplation, and study. 

I was sixty years of age when m.v 
country summoned me and ordefed ini* 
to interfere in its affairs. 1 olieyed. 
There were abuses, and I »*omlinted 
them; tyrann.v, and I destroyed It; 
riglits and principles, and I proclaimed 
and confessed them; the territory was 
Invaded, and I defended It: France 
was menaced, and I offered her m.v 
(*iie8t; I was not rich and I am poor. 

I was one of the masters of the state; 
tiu* bank cellars were so filled -wltli 
specie that it was necessary to shore- 
tiu* walls up. wlildi were ready to 
Imrst through tlie weight of gold.and 
sliver, but I dined in tlie Rue de 
I'.Vrlie Sec., at two-aud-twenty sous a 
licad. I succored tlio oppressed. I ro- 
lU*vi*d Hie suffering. 1 tore uji tbe. 
altar cloth. It Is true, but It was to 
staimcb the wounds of the countr.v. 

I ever siipiuirted the onward march 
of the human race towards light, and 
I at times reslsteil pitiless progress. 
Wheij opportunity served, I protected 
m.v adversnrh's. men of your class. 
-Viul there Is at l’et(*ghen In Flanders, 
on the same site where the Meroving¬ 
ian kings had their summer palace, a 
monastery of Tfrlianlsts. the Ahliey of 
St. Claire In Beaulieu, which I saved 
in 1703. I did my duty acoordlng to 
m.v strength, and what goml I could. 
After which I was driven out, 
tracked.pursueti, perst-cuted. maligned, 
moekerl. spat up<in. accusial. and pro- 
scrllsHl. For many years I have felt 
that persons believed tliey had a rlglit 
to despise me. My face has lM*en held 
ai’cursed by the pcsir Ignorant moli. 
and, while hating no one. 1 acceptt*il 
the isolation of hatred. Now. I am 
elghty-slx years of age and on the 
point of death: what have you come 
to ask of me?” 

, "Y'our blessing!” said the lilshop. and 
knelt down. YVhen the bishop nilsed 
his head again, the conventionalist's 
oountenance had liecome august: he 
had Just expired. The bishop returiuil 
home absorbed in tbe strangest 
thoughts, and spent the whole night In 
pra.ver. On the morrow curious worth¬ 
ies tried to make him talk about G- 

the Republican, but he only pointed to 
heaven. From this moment he in¬ 
creased his tenderness and fraternity 
for the little ones and .the snlfering. 

And allusion to “that old villain of 
a G- " made him fall into a singu¬ 

lar reverie, no one could say that tbe 
> Itassing of that mind before his had 


not something to. do with this approach 
to .perfection. 

This “pastoral visit” nearly created 
a stir among the small local coteries. 

•'Was It a bishop's place to visit the 
deHth-hi*<l of such a man? It was 
plain that he had no conversion to 
hope for, for all these revointiouists 
are relapsed! Then why go? VVhat 
had he to sqe there? He must have 
bet*D very curious to see the fiend 
carr.v off a soul.” 

Unc day a dowager, of the Imperti¬ 
nent breed, which btilieves Itsqlf witty, 
asked him this question, ‘'Mouselgneur, 
I>eople art* asking when your graudunr 
will have the red cap?” “Oh, oh! the 
bishop answered, “that is an ominous 
color. Fortunately those who d(*spls<> 
It in a cap venerate It In a hat.”

Tlie Social Demoeralio Paily of ; 
America declares that life. lilH*rty and l 
happiness for every man. woman and 1 
child are conditioned u|Kin equal po¬ 
litical and economic riglits. 

Tliat private ownership of the means 
of production and distribution of 
wealth has caused society to split into 
two distinct classes with conflicting 
Interests, the small possessing class of 
capitalists or exploiters of the labor 
force of others and the ever-increasing 
large dispossessetl class of wage-work¬ 
ers, who ure deprived of the soclally- 
dtie share of their product. 

That ca]>itallsm, the private own¬ 
ership of the means of production, is 
resiionsibile for the insecurity of sub¬ 
sistence, the poverty, misery and deg¬ 
radation of the ever-growing majority 
of our i)t*ople. 

That the same economic forces 
which have produced and now inten¬ 
sify the capitalist system will compel I 
tbe adoption of Socialism, tbe collec¬ 
tive ownership of the means of produc¬ 
tion, for tbe common good and welfare, 
or result In the destruction of civiliza¬ 
tion. 

That the trade union movement and 
independent political action are tbe 
chief emancipating factors of the 
working class, the one representing 
its economic, the other its political 
wing, and that both roust cooperate 
to abolish the capitalist system of 
production and distribution. 

Therefore, the Social Democratic 
Party of America declares Its object 
to be tbe establishment of a system of 
co-operative production and distribu¬ 
tion, through the restoration to tbe 
people of all tbe means of production 
and distrlbntion, to be administered 
by organized society In the interest of 
the whole people, and the complete 
emancipation of society from tbe dom¬ 
ination of capitalism.
